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Didsbury dental worker home destroyed in fire

A devastating fire. May 18, 
has left an Eagle Valley fam¬ 
ily homeless. 

Cesare Vacca and France 
Rivard, who works as a den¬ 
tal hygienist at Didsbury Den¬ 
tal Clinic, and their children 
Eleonora, 14 and Max Vacca, 
10, were in Edmonton at their 
children’s gymnastics club, 
training for their daughters' 
national competition, when 
their neighbour, Ken Shields 
noticed the smoke coming 
from the property. 

Shields drove over to the 
residence and saw flames 
climbing up the east wall. He 
tried to enter the home but 
was unable to as the door was 
locked. 

He then called the Sundre 
Fire Department who re¬ 
sponded, but were unable to 
save the home. The house is 
completely destroyed and was 
still smoldering May 22. 

Eleonora is a very talented 
gymnast who began the sport 
as a member of the Sundre 
Gymnastics Club. Once her 
talent was discovered she was 
encouraged to take the sport 
seriously. She now trains in 
Edmonton, at least four days 
per week, because of this, 
both children are home 
schooled by their father. 

After only two years, 
Eleonora is a provincial team 
member and is competing at 
the national level. 

When the fire happened, 
Anne Macklin, a neighbour to 
the south, tried desperately to 
reach the family and tell them 
the devastating news. 

Macklin tried to call 
France's cell phone, left a mes¬ 
sage at their Edmonton 
apartment and tried every 
gymnastics club until the fam¬ 
ily could be found. 

The Edmonton City Police 
informed the family of the 
fire. 

Police spoke to Cesare 
first, as Max was listening.

"They were told on Satur¬ 
day and I didn't find out until 
Sunday," said France. She is 
staying with Macklin while 
her family is in Winnipeg. 
Their plans are not known. 
They have no extended fam¬ 
ily in the area and the home 
was not insurable. 

The small chalet-style 
house, built in 1985, by per¬ 
vious owners, was propane 
heated and located too close 
to trees for insurance compa¬ 
nies to risk insuring the 
home. The Vacca/Rivard fam¬ 
ily is originally from Quebec. 

France said she didn't sus¬ 
pect anything was wrong un¬ 
til her husband told her of the 
fire. 

"They did a good job keep¬ 
ing it from me (Cesare and 
Max), I didn’t even see it in 
their eyes," said France. "He 
just said, 'I have bad news,' 
and then he said it right away. 
I crashed and started crying 
but the next day 1 was better. 
I decided to concentrate on 
the positive - it is wonderful 
the support we have from 
neighbours. 

“It makes a big, big differ¬ 
ence because without these 
neighbours I would have no¬ 
where to go." 

It is these neighbours, 
Macklin, Denise Dawson and 
Jane Kruger, who are plan¬ 
ning a benefit for the family 
at Eagle Valley Community 
Hall on June 5 at 7 p.m. (co¬ 
incidentally the benefit is 
scheduled on France's birth¬ 
day). 

Macklin has also opened an 
account at Mountain View 
Credit Union. Donations can 
be made to the Vacca/Rivard 
account at any location. 

Macklin and Dawson are 
suggesting people donate 
household items, appliances 
or monetary donations.

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Talkin’ hockey with the Flames 

Calgary> Flames executives meet w ith local hockey fans

On a cold blustery day with 
the possibility of a few flakes, 
three executive members of the 
Calgary Flames trekked to 
Olds to talk hockey on May 21. 

Former players Lanny 
McDonald, Executive Advisor 
to Hockey Operations, and Jim 
Peplinski, Vice-President of 
Business Development along 
with Craig Button, General 
Manager and Vice-President 
brought the Flames’ story to 
die-hard area hockey fans. 

The presentation outlined 
the Flames’ commitment and 
desire in keeping the Flames a 
viable operation within the 
National Hockey League and 
included briefs on finances and 
operations of the hockey club. 

Although the presentation is 
a grass roots marketing strat¬ 
egy of perking the fans’ inter¬ 
est in the hockey club, Peplinski 
insisted reaching out to the 
hockey community is impor¬ 
tant to the Flames. 

“The Flames Management 
Board wants to know what the 
fans are thinking and we want 
their input on how we can im¬ 
prove our relationship with 
them,” said Peplinski, indicat¬ 
ing the community meetings 
are important to the overall op¬ 
eration of the Flames. 

“The ideas expressed at these 
meetings are taken seriously” 
said Button, noting they are 
often discussed at Board Meet¬ 
ings. 

“Our bottom line is to bring 
the fans back to the Saddledome 
and we are going to do this by 
putting a hockey product on 
the ice which will attract the 
attention of the hockey fans,” 
Button said. 

According to Button, the 
Flames are heading in the right 
direction as the season ticket 
base is approaching 9,000 and 
the core of developing a con¬ 
tending hockey team is in 
place. 

“Our coaching staff, the 
players and ownership are very 
dedicated and committed in as¬ 
suring hockey fans will be 
watching the Flames in 
Calgary for a long time,” noted 
Button, who came to the

According to Button, the 
Stars’ success was attained by 
developing players over a period 
of time, hiring dedicated 
coaches willing to make a sac¬ 
rifice and making the team a 
part of the community. This 
same philosophy has been en¬ 
gineered into the current 
Flames organization and is a 
direct result of the renewed in¬ 
terest in the club indicated But¬ 
ton. 

The Flames have always 
been a part of the Olds and area 
hockey community by support¬ 
ing the Olds Grizzlys and mi¬ 
nor hockey teams t hrough their 
50/50 draws and direct spon¬ 
sorship of special events. A few 
years, ago Olds hosted a 
Flames’ exhibition game, and 
the Flames Alumni Association 
has made several appearances 
in the area awing the fans with 
their talents in charity hockey 
games. 

“Ownership has always said 
right from the start, this team 
(the Flames) is a community 
team and we want to make sure 
this committment is fulfilled,” 
said McDonald, whose mother 
and brother live in Olds. “Peo- 
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pie don’t realize how much the 
Flames put back into the com¬ 
munity,” added McDonald not¬ 
ing, there is definitely an eco¬ 
nomic spin-off from the Flames 
to the surrounding towns. 

“We raise close to $1 Mil¬ 
lion through different fund 
raisers and all of this money is 
turned back to the community,” 
noted McDonald noting, they 
are very proud of this and will¬ 
ing to assist when needed. 

Grizzlys’ General Manager 
and Head Coach, Brett Cox, 
noted they are thankful for the 
Flames’ support. “They (the 
Flames) have been very sup¬ 
portive of the Olds Grizzlys and 
the other area teams in the 
Alberta Junior Hockey 
league,” added Cox. Although 
the presentation was geared 
specifically towards the 
Flames, Cox noted the trials 
and tribulations facing the 
Grizzlys are similar, but on a 
smaller scale to those of the 
Flames. 

“I learned some things from 
this presentation tonight,” 
said Cox, indicating he can im¬ 
plement these into the Grizzlys 
operations. 


MUSEUM PROJECT 

County won’t give extra 
funds for Papers Project

Mountain View County Council will not give more funds 
to the Didsbury and District Historical Society for their ini¬ 
tiative to make public all of the newspapers of Didsbury’s 
past. 

At the March 28, 2002 regular County Council meeting, a 
letter from the Historical Society was put on the agenda. 

County Council already allocates $2,000 per year to each 
Historical Society in the region. 

"We have already contributed to this sort of thing through 
the Towns," said Councillor Pat James. "I think they should 
go where the money already is." 

Reeve Ian Harvie agreed that money had been designated 
for a project of this nature. 

The Papers Project would see a complete set of Didsbury s 
newspapers, that were housed at the library of the Alberta 
Legislature, be returned to the Town and housed in the mu¬ 
seum's Reading Room for public use. Along with the papers, 
the Historical Society has also received microfilm of the set. 

The set of papers and microfilm arrive earlier this year. 

The organization is now fundraising for a microfilm reader/ 
printer machine so the microfilm could be put to use. 

The historical society is attempting to raise $8,000 in total 
for the project in which the reader/printer will take up a ma¬ 
jority of the funds.

RCMP encourage 
precautions after 
garage break-ins 


scaring off a criminal," he said, 
adding that people who have 
valuables in their garages 
should perhaps think about 
alarming their garage the way 
they would alarm their house. 

Platz said that locking ga¬ 
rage doors is also an important 
practice to keep, adding that the 
garages that were hit weren't 
necessarily unlocked. 

Platz said it is not unusual 
that Didsbury RCMP receive a 
complaint about a garage 
break-in. From year to year it 
is a common occurrence. What 
is uncommon is that five were 
broken into on the same night. 
Platz said usually just one ga¬ 
rage break-in is performed at a 
time. 

"I would say these things are 
common, especially when you 
are talking about a garage that 
is not attached to a house and 
there is less of a chance of wak¬ 
ing someone up inside the 
house. 

Vandals who commit car 
damage are more likely to per¬ 
form multiple crimes in a night, 
he said. 

Platz said that anyone who 
has information about this or 
any other crime is encouraged 
to phone the local RCMP de¬ 
tachment at 335-3382. 


Five garages 
targeted during 
break-in spree last 
week

Didsbury RCMP are warn¬ 
ing people to take precautions 
in protecting their valuables 
after a rash of garage break-ins 
took place last week. 

Early in the morning of May 
23, police received a complaint 
that a garage was broken into. 
After conferring with local resi¬ 
dences it was discovered by in¬ 
vestigators that four more ga¬ 
rages had been broken into dur¬ 
ing the same night. 

Also during the evening a car 
was stolen. It was recovered 
later between Crossfield and 
Airdrie. 

In most cases it was tools 
stolen from the garages. 

Didsbury Sergeant Ron 
Platz said Didsburians should 
do what they can to protect the 
contents of their garage. 

"We always like to see mo¬ 
tion-detector lights on garages.

It was reported that coun¬ 
cil has received complaints 
from residents about pot 
holes and cracks. 

Council has expressed con¬ 
cern to the province about 
growing liability and prov¬ 
ince's ability, with minimal 
funds, to keep highway main¬ 
tenance up-to-date. 

Richardson said county ad¬ 
ministration has expressed 
these concerns to Ledcor, but 
so far anything being done to 
rectify the situation has been 
slow to start or is nonexist¬ 
ent. 

In this latest action taken 
by council, county adminis¬ 
tration has been instructed to 
send council’s concerns about 
road maintenance to the par¬ 
ties responsible. 

They have been in contact 
with Ledcor since the meeting 
and and were assured action 
would be taken to address 
concerns. 

"If we don't get action from 
this, then we will deal with 
it,” said Reeve Ian Harvie. 


In discussing County expen¬ 
ditures on capital fire fighting 
equipment, Councillor Ben 
Penner said he would recom¬ 
mend to the Carstairs Fire Au¬ 
thority that highway reserves 
be used to help purchase a new 
rescue vehicle. 

On May 9, Carstairs Fire 
Authority vehicle was demol¬ 
ished when it was rear-ended 
by another vehicle while it was 
responding to another accident. 
The accident seriously injured 
the occupants of the car and the 
force of the collision was great 
enough to flip the fire authori¬ 
ties SUV on to its roof. STARS 
attended to the scene and trans¬ 
ported the driver to Foothills 
Hospital. 

Penner said insurance would 
not cover the entire cost of re¬ 
placing the vehicle and that 
there would be a $9,000 to 
$10,000 difference. 

He added that the Carstairs 
Fire Authority received two 
years of payments for highway 
calls after having trouble find¬ 
ing the proper channel for col-

Potholes and poor road 
maintenance on secondary 
highways are threatening the 
well being of Mountain View 
County (MVC) residents say 
county council members. 

County council voted 
unanimously to forward a list 
of concerns to Ledcor Indus¬ 
tries Inc., and send a copy of 
the letter to the department 
of infrastructure. The letter 
will outline council's con¬ 
cerns about the provinces 
ability to respond to the main¬ 
tenance needs of secondary 
highways and Ledcor's ability 
to perform all necessary re¬ 
pairs. 

Councillor Ron Richardson 
brought up the concerns at 
the regular monthly meeting. 
May 22. 

He said that although the 
highway crews were slow to 
start this year because of 
unfavorable spring weather 
conditions, work needs to be 
done immediately to prevent

any accidents caused by poor 
highway conditions. 

Secondary Highway 766 
runs north/south. Its mainte¬ 
nance is the responsibility of 
the provincial government 
who has contracted the re¬ 
sponsibility to Ledcor. 

"Highway 766 is bad," said 
Richardson. "Someone is go¬ 
ing to get killed." 

From Highway 27 going 
north and south there are 
very bad potholes, he told 
council. 

Concerns were also ex¬ 
pressed about other second¬ 
ary highways, such as 582 and 
791.

RICHARD WESTLI'NI) area - Ben Penner, said he wanted 
to see the extra dollars come from 
the Carstairs Fire Department’s 
reserves collected from highway 
calls. Penner said the department received two-years worth of 
payments all at once, after going through the proper channels 
for collection and that those funds be used to replace the truck. 
He said since the accident happened on the highway, it made 
sense that highway reserves replace the truck. There will be 
about a $10,000 difference between the insurance payout and 
the cost of a new rescue unit. 

But the bill should not be shouldered alone by the fire de¬ 
partment. This was an unforseen accident and even if the Car¬ 
stairs department had the funds to replace the truck, the loss 
of those monies would hamper other initiatives the department 
may be planning for. 

Mountain View County and the Town of Carstairs should 
help the fire department out in replacing the rescue unit. The 
Carstairs Fire department works primarily in the two munici¬ 
pal areas and serves both of their rate-payers. When an acci¬ 
dent like this happens the players involved should be prepared 
to step up to the plate and do what is necessary to fix the 
damage caused by misfortune.

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Water- Sovereignty , Scarcity and Management

Using their superior powers and enforcement 
mechanisms, trade and financial institutions like 
the WTO, World Bank and huge transnational 
corporations now have the capacity to override 
government decisions about water. International 
agreements on water and the environment or 
water and social justice can be abrogated in the 
interests of global trade and investment. 

Many countries have found to their despair that 
privatizing water delivery and waste treatment 
services - most often made a condition for a loan 
granted by the World Bank causes more hardship 
for those whose need is greatest. If fresh water 
and sanitation are made to "pay their way", as is 
also a condition of the loan, how can any but the 
affluent in developing countries enjoy basic health 
needs? In short who will pay the higher costs for 
water and sanitary needs of those who cannot 
afford them now? And who will look to the gen¬ 
eral environmental needs for water and pollution 
abatement- who will pay when water has its price? 

The book "Blue Gold" written by Barlow and 
Clarke puts forth ten principles of water manage¬ 
ment which merit the attention of all world peo¬ 
ples. 

1. Water belongs to the earth and all species. 
Over time, we have come to believe that humans, 
not nature are central to our universe. No mat¬ 
ter how we abuse water, it belongs to the earth, 
all species and to future generations. 

2. Water should-be left where it is when possi¬ 
ble. Tampering with Nature by removing huge 
amounts of water from watersheds has the po¬ 
tential to destroy that ecosystem and damage sys¬ 
tems far beyond it. Sharing water in times of true 
need is a basic responsibility but this should not 
be a cover for poor management and water mis¬ 
use by the downstream party. Such sharing should 
only be for a predetermined period to avoid a long¬ 
term dependency (and responsibility) situation. 

3. Water must be conserved for all time. Con¬ 
servation, not carelessness, must be practiced in 
wealthy countries - read Canada, Alberta, Dids- 
bury. Huge amounts of water leak from aging 
pipes, which can also provide entry for disease¬ 


bearing organisms. To repair our worn-out and 
broken water-delivery infrastructure would be a 
great way to use some of the newly announced 
windfall profit from the oil and gas sector! 

4. Polluted water must be reclaimed. The total 
world supply of water is unchanging. Pollution is 
a crime against humankind and all nature. 

5. Water is best protected in natural water¬ 
sheds. The further water is moved by human med¬ 
dling like ditching, pipelines, supertankers etc. 
the greater the losses by evaporation, leakage and 
contamination and increased expense to the final 
consumer. 

6. Water is a public trust to be guarded by all 
levels of authority. Water, like air, belongs to all 
species and no one has the right to appropriate it 
for profit at someone else’s expense. 

7. Access to an adequate supply of clean water 
is a basic human right. This right is best pro¬ 
tected by keeping water and sanitation services 
in the public sector and regulating the protection 
and efficient use of water. 

8. The best advocates for water are local com¬ 
munities and citizens. Only local citizens can un¬ 
derstand the cumulative effect of privatization, 
pollution and water removal on their own com¬ 
munity. 

9. The public must participate as an equal part¬ 
ner with government to protect water. Processes 
must be established whereby citizens, workers and 
environmental representatives are treated as equal 
partners with government in the determination 
of water policy. To merit inclusion the public must 
be interested and make the effort to be informed. 

10. Economic globalization policies are not 
water-sustainable. Designed to reward the strong¬ 
est and most ruthless, economic globalization for 
profit locks out the forces of local democracy so 
desperately needed for a water-secure future. 

Government so far has acted negatively (con¬ 
sider the NAFTA water sell-out) so it will be up 
to non-governmental organizations and citizens 
groups to change the way water is obtained and 
distributed and protect this life-giving resource 
for the environment and future generations.

Oppressive heat has taken its toll on missionaries 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

The last week of school 
ended with a holiday. We 
didn’t find out about it until 
Thursday, but all were glad 
for the extra day to prepare 
for exams. The weather has 
been hot and humid without 
any rain and all were feeling 
the stress of the heat. Exams 
start on Monday with closing 
chapel Friday morning and 
graduation Friday evening. 

A little more about the 
weather. We haven’t had any 
significant rain for over three 
weeks, just a few sprinkles a 
couple of times. The grass is 
drying up and turning brown 
again. It is getting to the 
point where people are getting 
worried. 

Some have already planted 
their farms and we need the 
rain for the crops. With the 
tension that is already here 
we don’t need a drought year, 
a food shortage and the in¬ 
creased prices that come 
along with that to add to the 


stress people are already feel¬ 
ing. The oppressive heat also 
adds to the tension. 

Pray for rain, good, steady 
showers that come regularly 
so the fields get the water 
they need at the time they 
need it. 

The holiday Friday messed 
up the library schedule a bit. 
This is the time of year when 
we have to try to collect the 
last of the overdue books and 
get the students to pay their 
fines. They are not allowed to 
sit their exams until all books 
are in and fines paid. The last 
due date for books was 
Wednesday. 

On Thursday we made a 
list of those who still had 
books out or still owed fines. 
The idea was to let them know 
so they could clear them on 
Friday and be ready for exams 
on Monday. Now we will have 
a crowd on Monday morning 
wanting to clear things so 
they can sit their first exams 
at 8:12. 

Of course there will be 


those that don’t have the 
books with them or the 
money and will beg to be able 
to sit their exams anyway. 
Then we have to figure out 
what to do about getting the 
book / money later. 

Usually we let them take 
the exams but tell them it 
won’t be graded and they will 
get a zero on the exam if they 
don’t return the book / pay 
the fine before school gets 
out. 

It seems pretty drastic but 
it does work. Before we start¬ 
ing doing this, I was chasing 
kids down even on the last 
day and at graduation trying 
to get books back. I even had 
to collect one or two as the 
seniors were walking into 
the auditorium for gradua¬ 
tion. There are a lot of spe¬ 
cial activities at this time of 
year. We had the Middle 
school and High school con¬ 
certs this past week along 
with art shows displaying the 
students work from this se¬ 
mester.

Didsbury men recall 


Fifty years ago tw o Didsbury men 
played an important part in 
Queen Elizabeth II coronation

George Goossen's mind was 
racing as he followed his divi¬ 
sional officer out of the lower 
seaman's mess, down the flats 
and into the wardroom flats 
and into his captain's cabin. 

Minutes before the lieuten¬ 
ant called out his name and 
beckoned him to follow him 
without giving an explanation. 

Officers didn't just enter a 
mess, thought Goossen. If 
someone were required some¬ 
one else, a runner' or a senior 
would deliver the message. 

Goossen immediately 
thought back to the duties he 
had performed throughout the 
day and was positive that eve¬ 
rything had been done and 
done properly. 

"Upon entering (his) cabin, 
he closed the door. I felt that I 
was really in for something," 
recalls Goossen. 

"I want you to get cleaned 
up, polished up. in your best 
uniform and cap and report to 
LCDR Korning in Naden at 
1330 this afternoon," barked 
out the officer. 

Goossen reminded the lieu¬ 
tenant that he was the duty 
electrician of the ship and that 
he had duties to perform. 

The officer said that was al¬ 
ready looked after and that 
Goossen was to report back to 
him upon his return. 

Goossen was an Able Sea¬ 
man Electrician Mate Group 
one (ABEM1) on the frigate 
HMCS Beacon Hill in 
Esquimalt in 1952. 

As ordered. Goossen cleaned 
himself up and caught the 1300 
Blue Boat (harbour ferry) from 
HMC Dockyard to HMCD 
Naden and proceeded to find 
LCDR Korning's office. There 
were others waiting out in the 
hallway. 

As one left the office another 
would be called by rank and 
surname. Eventually Goossen 
was called. 

LCDR Korning was seated 
behind his desk and closely 
watched Goossen as he entered 
the room and marched to the 


front of his desk. 

"Able Seaman Goossen re¬ 
porting sir," announced the be¬ 
wildered duty electrician. 

"Tell me," quizzed Korning. 
"Why do you want to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Coronation Contin¬ 
gent?” 

In October 1951, Corporal 
Roy Moon of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Airforce found out that 
three members of the Green¬ 
wood base he was serving (one 
sergeant, one corporal and one 
aircrafts man) were to be mem¬ 
bers of the RCAF contingent to 
march in London, England at 
Queen Elizabeth's coronation. 

The criteria for this selection 
was that personnel would be 
5’8" to six feet, physically fit, 
wore no glasses and have a 
character assessment of very 
good or exemplarily over the 
past four years. Candidates 
were to also possess and dis¬ 
play a thorough knowledge of 
foot and rifle drill. 

The selection process began 
with a parade of personnel - ap¬ 
proximately 1,500. The parade 
officers dismissed those who did 
not meet the basic criteria and 
then split the men up into sec¬ 
tions. Moon was one of 87 cor¬ 
porals who marched and did 
drill six hours a day, with peo¬ 
ple dropping out until there 
were just nine left. 

To make final selection indi¬ 
vidual photographs were sent 
to Ottawa. 

Nothing was heard after 
that until February 1953, when 
Moon was advised he would be 
representing his country at the 
coronation. 

The question about why he 
wanted to be a member of the 
Coronation Contingent was the 
first indication of why Goossen 
was sent to Korning's office. 
Goossen finished the interview 
and then was sent back to his 
base where the Lieutenant that 
sent him on the adventure 
drilled him about the questions 
that were asked and the an¬ 
swers that were given. The 
Lieutenant seemed satisfied

with how Goossen's interview 
went and said he would have 
to wait until the Contingent 
nominal list was released. 

In late February 1953, 
Goossen received a letter in¬ 
forming him that he had been 
selected as a member of the Con¬ 
tingent. Enclosed with the let¬ 
ter was information outlining 
a training program that was 
supposed to started immedi¬ 
ately. 

Despite being in separate fac¬ 
tions of Canada's military and 
being located in different areas 
of the country, Goossen and 
Moon had more in common 
than being selected to partici¬ 
pate in the ceremonies that 
would see Elizabeth become 
Queen. 

Both grew up in Didsbury 
and called the prairie town 
home. Both men were unaware 
that the other had made it 
through the respective selec¬ 
tion process and that their 
paths would soon cross. 

On April 20, Moon em¬ 
barked by rail for Ottawa where 
he joined 140 others for train¬ 
ing and shipment to Europe. 


On the second day there, he 
was selected to forego the train¬ 
ing and with seven others 
boarded the Cunnard Line 
"Scynthia" on April 25, 1953 at 
La Havre, Quebec for the cross¬ 
ing to Europe. 

Moon said the crossing was 
a good one. Cigarettes were 10 
cents a pack and beer and 
mixed drinks were 20 cents. 
Scynthia had a wide-array of 
entertaining activities like 
cards and horse race games. 
Normally a nine-day trip that 
Moon embarked on would cost 
$500 or more. 

He considered himself to be 
extremely lucky. 

Goossen's west coast contin¬ 
gent left Victoria April 20, 1953 
for Halifax. 

From Vancouver the trip was 
made by rail. Goossen recalls 
that one of the members was a 
hypnotist and would have some 
of the other men do unusual 
things like stand at attention 
in the Smoker, at the rear of 
the coach, as the train travelled 
across the country. 

"It was difficult enough try¬ 
ing to wash up and shave in 
there let alone stand at atten¬ 
tion," said Goossen. 


Moon arrived at South 
Hampton on May 4, 1953 and 
caught the train to London. He 
was met at the train by British 
soldiers who escorted the men 
to Pirbright Military Camp - 
where Moon's new home would 
be. 

"Since we were the advance 
party, it was our duty to pre¬ 
pare the quarters for approxi¬ 
mately 800 Canadian Troops 
marching and street liners. 
One of the barracks to which I 
was assigned was for Canadian 
Navy personnel and I was to 
assign beds and bedding to 
them and explain messing and 
entertainment facilities to 
them. 

"They arrived the 15 of May 
and you can imagine my sur¬ 
prise when the first sailor 
through the door was George 
Goossen - another Didsburyite 
- who I hadn't seen since 
Christmas 1951 when he had 
visited my family at RCAF Stn. 
Greenwood." 

The surprise meeting caught 
Goossen off guard as well. 

"To my surprise the Air Force 
Corporal assigning us to our 
huts was Roy Moon from Dids¬ 
bury."

area of taller buildings specta¬ 
tors began to clap and cheer. 

"At first it made the hair on 
the back of my neck stand up," 
said Goossen. "Then 1 realized 
as I marched into this canyon 
of people that they were cheer¬ 
ing and clapping for us as we 
were the only action in the 
street. 1 later learned that some 
of these people had camped out 
for one, even two days." 

Eventually Goossen and the 
rest of the men took their posi¬ 
tions in front of Canada House 
in the rain. 

"After halting and forming 
into two ranks, we deployed to 
each side of the street and 
turned to face the street, or¬ 
dered arms and got comfortable 
for the day. 

"Once we were positioned the 
crowd chatter started behind 
us, 'lend us your rain coat. 
Navy’, 'you're not going to 
stand there all day are you 
dearie?". 

Goossen said from time to 
time the men stood easy with 
their rifles which enables them 
to move and flex a little. But 
they were not allowed to move 
their feet - noticeably anyway. 

Around noon all of the route 
liners grounded arms and were 
issued haversack lunches 
which were eaten while still 
standing. The lunches that 
were not finished were passed 
to spectators seated on the curb 
behind the street liners. 

"It was approximately 1400 
when the head of the procession 
passed from left to right and 
about a half hour later that 
Her Majesty the Queen and 
Prince Phillip in the Gold 
Coach passed Canada House. 
The command for presenting 
arms was a head nod from 
across the street, in the inter¬ 
val between procession units, 
as was the shoulder arms. 
There may have been a verbal 
command for the present and 
shoulder arms; however, I don’t 


The parade traversed central 
London, the Mall, Admirilty 
Arch, Trafalgar Square up to 
Buckingham Palace. 

"Here the Queen and the 
Royal Family reviewed us as we 
passed," said Moon. "They were 
on the balcony - Princess Anne 
and Prince Charles were quite 
little then. We proceed to St. 
James Park where our trucks 
were waiting. We had marched 
19.6 miles in total." 

When Moon arrived back at 
his bunk the men were given a 
good meal and a glug of rum. 
They cleaned up their uniforms 
as the next day was the Inves¬ 
titure Parade where Moon 
would receive a medal com¬ 
memorating the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

Medal presentations hap¬ 
pened the next day. Goossen 
had the good fortune of being 
in the front rank and saw the 
Queen and other members of 
the Royal Family. Those in for¬ 
mation received their medals 
from a large royal blue cush- 
recall hearing any.” ion carried by a bearer.

The result of 
the super hygiene was that the 
soldiers never caught anything 
but the food ended up tasting 
all the same. 

Leading up to the corona¬ 
tion the men were put through 
rehearsals and public relation 
exercises. 


Life in the huts leading up 
to the coronation was not easy 
for the men that were to par¬ 
ticipate in the ceremonies. The 
huts were long, rectangular 
stucco and wood buildings with 
a central door on one side and 
built with bathrooms. The beds 
were unusual in that they were 
half-length - they were built in 
two sections with the bottom 
end able to fit into the top. 

The hot water system was a 
strictly do-it-yourself or go with 
out adventure," said Goossen. 
Water was heated with a small 
boiler and it took about an hour 
to heat enough water for all of 
the occupants of a hut. 

"Meals were a different thing. 
Upon arrival at the mess hall 
we were issued a cup, fork, 
knife and spoon to be kept and 
carried to each meal," recall 
Goossen. Following the meal 
we exited the mess hall through 
a side door. Outside on each side 
of the door were two large tubs 
in which we washed our cup 
and cutlery." 

The first tub was a strong 


Coronation Day occurred 
June 2. The men were up at 
0600 to have a cold water 
shower and shave and a small 
breakfast with minimal liquids. 
They were told to reduce their 
fluid intake in the days leading 
up to the event as they would 
be permitted just one "heads" 
break for 15 minutes once they 
were deployed onto the street. 

Goossen's role in the coro¬ 
nation ceremonies was that of 
a street-liner - his position be¬ 
ing in front of Canada House 
on Cockspur Street. 

The RCN component led the 
Commonwealth route liners 
into the streets of London. As 
they marched into the city at 
approximately 7:30 a.m., peo¬ 
ple began lining both sides of 
the street. In the more built up

Bizarre attack triggered by 
medical condition finds court

.lust 6ff the beaten path of main street, 
Didshury sits a lit tie piece of Europe. A patio 
that stretches to the sidewalk, open air 
Sunday afternoon coffees, and the tempting 
smells escaping from a German kitchen, 
bring European culture to a small Alberta 
town. 


Marko’s Bistro, part of the newly 
designed bakery across from the post-office, 
is taking its final steps in become a full 
service European experience. 

Starting June 3, the bistro will be offering 
a German-menu consisting of schnitzels, 
home-made noodles and spaetzles. 

Meals will be made from the freshest of 
ingredients and cooked fresh daily. No sugar 
or shortening will be used in baking bread for 
the meals. 


Dinners will be offered seven days a week 
from 5 to 9 p.m. 

"We wanted to change our hours because 
of our new line of products," said Andrea 
Popovski, who owns the bakery with her 
husband Cane. 


Also adding some European flavour will 
be the creations of new German pastry chef 
Ernst Zaehringer, who will add wedding 
cakes, black forest cake, sweeter pastries 
and a new variety of chocolates to the local 
bakery. Since the bakery made the move to 
its new location, all baked goods are 
prepared fresh on site and contain no | 
preservatives or additives. The building 
which houses the bakery and bistro is 
handicapped accessible. 


An Olds man, who physi¬ 
cally assaulted his girlfriend in 
what is described as a bizarre 
incident, has been placed on a 
peace bond. 

On Oct. 29, 2001, Corey 
David Paternak and his girl¬ 
friend were having drinks at a 
friends house when, without 
warning or provocation, 
Paternak slammed her head 
into the table. 

They returned home and 
later that day Paternak at¬ 
tacked her again. 

The lady chipped a tooth and 
was described as being "covered 
in blood" following the attack. 

Twelve years ago Paternak 
had surgery to remove part of 
a knife which was lodged in his 
brain. It is unclear how the 
knife got there in the first place. 

At Didshury provincial hear¬ 
ing on Feb. 6, council for the 


defense asserted the attack was 
more in line with a seizure 
than a willful assault. Damage 
caused by the knife may have 
been agitated by alcohol trig¬ 
gering the attack. 

Since the incident Paternak 
has quit drinking and has been 
seeking medical attention. 
Most recently he has been to 
see a neurologist in Calgary 
and treatment options are be¬ 
ing explored. 

It has also been discovered 
that Paternak has a lesion on 
his brain which may have been 
caused by the knife. 

A non-contact order has been 
in place since the incident and 
the couple has tried twice to 
have it removed as they have 
plans to get married and buy a 
house together. 

Both times the request was 
denied however Paternak has 


continued to make financial 
contributions to support his 
girlfriend. 

Crown Attorney D. Elliot 
and defense attorney Hooker 
made a joint submission to 
have the case dealt with by way 
of a peace bond. 

Judge Cioni said he was re¬ 
luctant to release Paternak on 
a peace bond due to the seri¬ 
ousness of the assault. 

Cioni asked defense counsel 
if there was someone who could 
keep an eye on things and have 
an objective view of the situa¬ 
tion. 

Defense suggested the 
mother of Paternak s girlfriend. 

Cioni said this was accept¬ 
able and added her name to the 
peace bond. 

The peace bond will be in ef¬ 
fect for two years to allow time 
for medical observation. 


County gives Rural Community Grants

Approximately $20,000 will 
be handed out to Mountain 
View County groups in 2002 
under the Rural Community 
Grant program. 

The Westcott Community 
Hall will receive $900 dollars 
for a plaque and a $500 dona¬ 
tion as part of its 100 year cel¬ 
ebration. 

The Lone Pine - Bennett 
Community Club will receive 
$2,500 to upgrade doors and 
the Bergen Community Asso¬ 
ciation will receive $3,000 for 
an exterior door replacement, 


stage and sound system and 
tables. 

Other County groups re¬ 
ceiving funds are the Black¬ 
berry Wapitana Society, Eagle 
Hill Memorial Community 
Centre, Foothills Curling 
Club, Hainstock Community 
Association and Reed Ranch 
Parent Council. 

Fourteen applications were 
received for consideration. 
According to the Mountain 
View County agenda two were 
considered not eligible and did 
not receive high priority due 
to having opportunity to 
other sources of funding. Two 


organizations will receive 
funds from other County fund 
sources. Project costs ranged 
from $1,000 to $9,400. 

The policy for the Rural 
Community Grants program 
will be reviewed over the next 
couple of mont hs to determine 
required revisions. 

The County will begin ad¬ 
vertising the 2003 grants this 
fall. 

Funds in the reserve that 
funds the project, as of Jan. 
1, 2002, were $87,000 with an 
additional $10,000 in the 2002 
budget plus interest of ap¬ 
proximately $5,000.

Steer Sale followed the show. It was 
well supported with attendance over 
400. A wide range of local buyers came 
forward in support of 4-H as well as 
a handful of new buyers including 
Safeway - who purchased 10 steers - 
and Balzac Foods. 

Of the 73 steers up for action, the 
average sale price was $1.32 a pound. 

The Grand Champion was pur¬ 
chased by the Carstairs Co-op. With 
a price tag of $1.75/pound the com¬ 
pany claimed the prize steer. 

“It’s a great club and they work 
hard,” said Co-op Manager Bob 
Krottner. 

The Co-op has always been a strong 
supporter of local 4-H clubs and tries 
to buy the Grand Champion each 
year. 

The Reserve Champion fetched 


$1.65/pound purchased by B&M Home 
Hardware in Olds. 

But it wasn’t the Champion or the 
Reserve Champion that claimed top 
dollar. The cash cow came from the 
fundraising campaign called “Steers 
for STARS” that raised $6,644 for 
STARS air ambulance. 

Back in the fall, the five participat¬ 
ing 4-H clubs purchased a steer. It was 
raised by Brian Braun and family be¬ 
fore it was auctioned off at the 4-H 
sale. All the proceeds would benefit 
STARS Air Ambulance. 

The STARS Steer was auctioned off 
three times before it sold. In the first 
round of auctioning, 31 4-H families 
pulled together and paid a towering 
$3.40/pound. They donated the 1034 
pound steer back to be reauctioned 
where it sold a second time to Kellsey 
Cattle Co. and a third time to 
Westway Farms. Bill Snyder finally 
took the steer home on it’s fourth 
round at auction. 

Overall the 4-H Show and Sale was 
a top notch event for a time honored 
tradition.

A fair system of justice will 
establish sibling peace 


QUESTION: I ’ve been very 
careful to be fair with my chil¬ 
dren and give them no reason 
to resent one another. Never¬ 
theless, they continue to fight. 
What can I do? 

DR. DOBSON: The prob¬ 
lem may rest in your lack of dis¬ 
ciplinary control at home. Sib¬ 
ling rivalry is at its worst when 
there is an inadequate system 
of justice among children — 
where the “lawbreakers” do not 
get caught, or if apprehended 
are set free without standing 
trial. 

It is important to under¬ 
stand that laws in a society are 
established and enforced for the 
purpose of protecting people 
from each other. Likewise, a 
family is a minisociety with the 
same requirements for the pro¬ 
tection of human rights. 

Suppose that I live in a fron¬ 
tier community where there is 
no established law. Policemen 
do not exist and there are no 
courts of appeal for disagree¬ 
ments. Under those circum¬ 
stances, my neighbor and I can 
abuse each other with impu¬ 
nity. 

He can steal my horses and 
throw rocks through my win¬ 
dows, while I can raid the ap¬ 
ples from his favorite tree and 
take his plow late at night. 

This kind of mutual antago¬ 
nism has a way of escalating 
day by day, becoming ever more 
violent with the passage of 
time. 

When permitted to run its 
natural course, as in early 
American history, the end re¬ 
sult can be feudal hatred and 
murder. Individual families are 
similar to societies in their need 
for law and order. 

In the absence of justice, 
“neighboring” siblings begin to 
assault one another. The older 
child is bigger and tougher, 
which allows him to oppress 
his younger brothers and sis¬ 
ters. But the junior member of 
the family is not without weap¬ 
ons of his own. He strikes back 


^J-ectis cn 
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by breaking the toys and prized 
possessions of the older sibling 
and interferes when friends are 
visiting. Mutual hatred then 
erupts like an angry volcano, 
spewing its destructive con¬ 
tents on everyone in its path. 

In many homes, the parents 
do not have sufficient discipli¬ 
nary control to enforce their 
judgments. 

In others, they are so exas¬ 
perated with constant bicker¬ 
ing among siblings that they 
refuse to get involved. In still 
others, parents require an older 
child to live with an admitted 
injustice “because your brother 
is smaller than you.” 

Thus, they tie his hands and 
render him utterly defenseless 
against the mischief of his 
bratty little brother or sister. 
Even more common today, 
mothers and fathers are both 
working while their children 
are home busily disassembling 
each other. 

I will say it again to parents: 
One of your most important re¬ 
sponsibilities is to establish an 
equitable system of justice and 
a balance of power at home. 
There should be reasonable 
“laws” that are enforced fairly 
for each member of the family. 
Let me list the boundaries and 
rules that evolved through the 
years in my own home. 


1. Neither child was ever al¬ 
lowed to make fun of the other 
in a destructive way. Period! 
This was an inflexible rule with 
no exceptions. 

2. Each child’s room was his 
or her private territory. There 
were locks on both doors, and 
permission to enter was a revo¬ 
cable privilege. (Families with 
more than one child in each 
bedroom can allocate available 
living space for each young¬ 
ster. ) 

3. The older child was not 
permitted to tease the younger 
child. 

4. The younger child was 
forbidden to harass the older 
child. 

5. The children were not re¬ 
quired to play with each other 
when they preferred to be alone 
or with other friends. 

6. We mediated any genuine 
conflict as quickly as possible, 
being careful to show imparti¬ 
ality and extreme fairness. As 
with any plan of justice, this 
plan requires: children’s re¬ 
spect for leadership of the par¬ 
ent, willingness by the parent 
to mediate and the occasional 
enforcement of punishment. 

When this approach is ac¬ 
complished with love, the emo¬ 
tional tone of the home can be 
changed from one of hatred to 
(at least) tolerance.

MUSIC REVIEW 

Common Ruin album shows diversity in sound

Before listening to Common Ruin's "Diversity in 
Us" album, one might assume the title is about the 
different elements that make up a person. It could mean 
the tolerences about our differences as a people. 

Or it could be just a discription of a very diverse 
CD, with a variety of sounds and styles of music, 
showcasing the different talents of a local band. 

The music on "Diversity in Us" range from rock to 
blues, from jazz to funk. The is apparent from track 
to track, but in some cases bar to bar. 

"The Place That Nobody Knows" is the second song 
on the album and is an upbeat compolation drawing 
on a style that could be compared to some Canadian 
folk-rock bands that have made it. 

But the diversity shows itself quickly as the next 
three songs showcase blues and jazz talents. This is 
especially true in "Soul Child" - the fourth track of the 
CD. 

Common Ruin is a Sundre group that has success¬ 
fully toured the province playing at colleges, univer¬ 
sities and fairs. They played at the Hard Rock Cafe in 
Calgary and the South Country Fair in 1998. The band 
has also toured Ontario and British Columbia. 

The group of four decided three years ago they had 
enough new songs to warrant making a new CD. They 
went to Red Deer and the project fell through. 

"That ended up being a good thing," said Ryan 
Sande, who does vocals and plays guitar for the group. 
"We recorded four songs in Red Deer that didn't end 
up making the CD." 

Sande said the result were more new songs that 
friends and fans hadn't heard from the group. 

Sande said the title behind the CD has to do with 
the diversity of the music on the album, but also the 
diversity within the group. He said the members (Allan 
Pussey - guitar, vocals, Tyler Merchant - drums and 
Scott Sande - bass) all have very different personali¬ 
ties and that has helped the group’s music as well as 
helped the group to function. 

Sande said the group is planning to aggressively 
market the work on “Diversity in Us” and will send 
it to a variety of recording labels. 

'We want to get the CD into as many hands as we 
can." 

Common Ruin's first CD "Art’s Hiding Place" sold 
800 copies in central and southern Alberta and re¬ 


ceived airplay on Calgary rock stations including 
CJ92. 

Common Ruin has release events planned for the 
Sundre area, but are working on an event for the Olds 
and Didsbury area, where Sande said the group has a 


good following. 

This is a good CD from beginning to end 
showcasing some terrific local talent. For fans that 
appreciate different genres of sound, this CD is worth 
listening to.

Didsbury Army Cadets Prepare for Annual Inspection 


Members of the Didsbury 
Service Battalion Army Cadets 
are busy polishing their boots 
and pressing their uniforms in 
preparation for next week’s An¬ 
nual Inspection at the Memorial 
Complex in town. 

Beginning at 6:00 pm Mon¬ 
day, June 3rd, 18 Cadets (aged 
12-19 years) will file into the 
Arena for the ceremonial parade. 
This will be followed by official 
inspection at 6:30 pm. “We aren’t 
quite sure yet who will be the 
Reviewing Officer for the Inspec¬ 
tion, but it’s likely one of the 
Senior Captains who will do the 
honors,” says CIS (Civilian In¬ 


structor and Administrative Of¬ 
ficer) Judy Barry. 

This year’s Inspection will 
mark the 11th such event she’s 
witnessed since the beginning of 
her involvement with the Ca¬ 
dets. “I have three kids that have 
been part of the Cadets here in 
Didsbury,” says Barry. “...It’s a 
wonderful group for them to be¬ 
come involved with. I highly rec¬ 
ommend it for any parent to 
look into...” 

The Inspection process, Barry 
explains, is one of military pro¬ 
tocol and if often deemed the 
highlight of the year. 

“They (the Reviewing Officer) 


look to see how well you can 
stand there with your uniform 
on and how well you present 
yourself. Anything from badges 
to boots, haircuts to the creases 
in your pants is considered. It’s 
very detailed.” 

Barry says while weekly in¬ 
spections prompt young Cadet 
members to improve various 
components of their uniform, it 
is rare for a Reviewing Officer 
to stop during an inspection and 
correct poor form. 

“Often the Reviewers will 
stop and talk to the kids...ask 
them what their plans are for 
the summer, whether they are 


going to summer camp and so 
on...” 

Awards are also a big part of 
the proceedings during the In¬ 
spection. 

Included are the: Attendance 
Award, Merit Attendance, Top 
Shot Award, NCO (Non-Com¬ 
munity Officer), and Top In¬ 
structor Awards. 

“For first year members, they 
get a green star (Private), sec¬ 
ond year members receive a red 
star (Corporal), third year mem¬ 
bers receive a silver star, and 
fourth year members receive a 
gold star (National Certifica¬ 
tion).”

The lush, humid climate of a

Carstairs proved why bull

With names like Ian 
McKay and Collin Turner in 
the line up, crowds poured 
into the Carstairs Arena. At¬ 
tendance was estimated at 
over 1000.

He said he was holding 
nothing back for his home¬ 
town audience.

Un¬ 
fortunately, Tompkins 
couldn’t hang on for trip to 
the short ride. I'll be back next 
year,” he said with a smile. 

In the end it was all Ian 
McKay. He had a solid 81 
points and was the top ranked 
cowboy heading into the final. 
Chad Besplug was the only 
cowboy to hang on for the 
eight count. With four cow¬ 
boys still to go Besplug took 
a re-ride, but got bucked off 
as did the six finalist. In the 


end Ian McKay took first fol¬ 
lowed by Curtis Andersen. 

The event closed off with a 
cabaret at the Pub with coun¬ 
try band Stony Creek. 

“People came up big for the 
Fire Department,” said event 
organizer Rick Blair. “Lots of 
local sponsorship. People 
jumped on board and it be¬ 
came a real community ef¬ 
fort.” 

The event, put on by the 
Carstairs Fire Department, 
was a fundraiser for rescue 
equipment.
